cient, and the most respectable Democracy at 
that time existing in the world. Its total dis- 
appearance, under that form, presents an un- 
' equivocal indication of the march of public sen- 
_timent, and points, with an augury that cannot 
' be mistaken, to the future condition of mankind. 
| The Democrats of Greece were turbulent 
in the extreme ; and they have left on the his- 
‘ teric record not enough to command the sober 
approbation of the European sage and pz.triot. 
The Democracies of America deserve also 
their history; and the Muse should be assum- 
ing her plume, for their destiny is already write 
ten on the wall, and they are quickly to disap- 
pear. An elegant aod nervous narrative of 
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} poses, in the human breast, and when we be- 
| hold an object approaching perfection in ac- 
complishing,the design it was intended to answer 
we are almost instinctively prompted to lop 
off every excrescence that may impede its ope- 
eration or that may deform its beauty. It may, 
therefore, 
sideration of the retlecting mind, whether, even 
in the form of our most subordinate and domi- 
ciliary governments, the Democracies of the 
North, and the Oligarchies of the South, might 
not be totally abandoned, and a uniform.

will determine the comparative advantages and 
disadvantages of the change.

“Tue Devin To PAY AND NO PITCH HOT.” — 
What can be the reason that the .dbstract of the 
Returns of the Banks, made to the Legislature 
at its last session, has not been published ?—is a 
question, which we hear twenty times in a day, 
but to which no one seems ready or abie to give 
a satisfactory answer. Three hundred copies of 
this interesting document have been printed, by 
order of the Secretary, Mr. Bradtord, all of 
which have been delivered at his office—the 
printer positively and strictly forbidden to suffer 
a single copy to be taken by any other person, 
and even the vestiges of the proof-shcets col- 
lected and destroyed. It is a question, which 
very naturally occurs, Has the Secretary au- 
thority to issue any such mandate ? and, if he 
has, whence is that authority derived? He 
may, undoubtedly, issue such an order, if he 
pleases, on his Ingtvidual reeponsibility, but it is 
much doubted whether it should be binding on 
the printer. The public are as much interest- 
ed in the state of the Banks as individuals can 
be, and we know of no reason why they should 
be kept in the dark on a subject, which, at the 
present time, seems to have awakened, very 
justly, their sensibility. 

But, notwitstanding the orders of the secreta- 
ry, and the care of the very obedient printers, 
we have obtained a view of the Returns, and, 
we must say, that a more lean and beggarly ac- 
count of empty vaults, has never been submitted 
to our inspection. The vaults of the State 
Bank contain about one fourth part of all the 
gold and silver of the ten banks in Boston. 
Four banks, whose bills are in pretty liberal cir- 
culation, exhibit the following very save and 
satisfactory statement, viz. |

BANGOR BANK. 

At a meeting of the holders of Bangor Bank 
Bills, on Monday evening, at the Marlboro’- 
Hotel, the committee, appointed at a previous 
meeting of the sate persons, made a Report of 
all the facts, which they had been able to ob- 
tain respecting the affairs of the institution. It 
has been printed by Messrs. Russell & Gardner, 
in a pamphlet form, and is probably in the 
hands of most of our readers in the city and vi- 
cinity. Its details would form too long an arti- 
cle for our paper, and were it otherwise, we 
know not whether we should be circulating any 
thing very satisfactory to those, who have the 
depreciated bills on hand, by the publication. 
It appears, however, from the report, that, put- 
ting things at the worst, there ¢annot be a loss 
to the bank, by all its bad debts, of more than 
22,000 dollars; and as Messrs. Andrews and 
French declare their perfect willingness to pay 
their proportion of any deficiency arising from 
the losses of the bank, if the other stockholders 
should manifest a similar spirit of accommoda- 
tion, we cannot but believe, as we always have | 
believed, that the bills will be eventually paid. | 
Mr. Andrews, in a letter to the committee, says 
* My wish is, unless some better arrangement 
can be made, that they, [the directors] should 








within which they will redeem all the bills un- 
der five dollars—a further time: in which all 
the bills of five dollars shall be paid—and a still 
further time within which all the other bills 
shall be paid. This is the oniy mode, which oc- 
curs to me, in which payment can be made by 
instulments—-and, by such an arrangement, 
holders of bilis would know when they were to 
receive payment. And during the periods set 
for the redemption of the several classes of bills, 
those of every denomination should be received 
for debts due the bank, which would, of itself. 
make a demand for the whole circulation. as fast 


as debtors could be made to pay what they 
owe,” 





We shall only add, that we hope this plan 
may be adopted. And as there could be no risk 
in Messrs. A. and F. assuming the direction so 
far as to pay the bills, we also hope that they 


gainst them,—(whetber justly or not, it is not 
for us to decide)—and ensure to them that fair, 
honourable, and upright character, which, as 
men and merchants, they have uniformly sus- 
tained. Such a course would also have a pow- 
erful tendency to prevent mismanagement, here- 
after, and conspiracies among bank-directors 
and arents, to defraud the holders of their bills.

Some year ago a farmer of fair character, 
who resided in an interior town in New-En- 
sold his farm, with an intention of pur- 
chasing another in a different town.

Chirk of the Police Court within and for the City of 
boston, shall also be Clerk of the Justices Court of 
the county of Suffolk. All writs, summonses, and pro- 
cesses iseuing from said last mentioned Court, may be 
tested by either of the Justices thereof, not a party 
thereto; and shall be signed by the Clerk. And said 
Clerk or his Assistant shall attend all sessions of said 
Justices’ Court and record ali proceedings therein had. 
And said Clerk shall make out all writs and processes 
which the said Justices or either of them may order, 
and tax all bills of cost. And said clerk shail receive 
and keep a true and faithful account of all fees taxa- 
ble by law and payable for bianke, fees of Court, and 
Copies, in civil suits and actions; and render a true 
and just account thereof quarter yearly to the board 
of accounts ; and all cums of money by him so received, 
shall be accounted for and paid into the City I'reasury. 
Aud it shall be the duty of said Clerk to make a true 
and faithful record according to law, of the proceed- 
ings in every trial and process of a civil nature which 
may be had before said Justices Court. And said quar- 
terly account of said Clerk shall be filed and recorded 
by the City Treasurer as is provied in the fifth section 











of the Act, providing for the administration of justice 
within the county of Suffolk and for other purposes, to 
which this Act is in addition.

AN ACT to provide for the erection of two 
story wooden buildings in the City of Boston. 


E wt enacted by the Senate and House of 

Represintaives, in General Court as- 
sembled, aud by the authorily of the same, That from 
and after the passing of this act, it shall be lawful to 
erect within the city of Boston two-story wooden 
bui'dings, to be used for dwelling houses, and for no 
other purport, except for such purposes as may be ap- 
probated by the Firewards of said city of Boston, of 
the following description, to wit :—" he posts ta be not 
more than eghteen feet—the roof to be of a regular 
pitch of one third; the bottom of the sills to be elevat- 
ed not exceeding eighteen inches above the level of 
the street, or above the point where such level shall be 
determined en by the city authorities, such buildings 
in no Case to be more than thirty feet in height from 
the bottom of the sili to the highest point of the roof; 
and in no case to he more than forty by twenty five 
feet on the ground :—The roof to be slated, and to 
have at least one window or scuttle in the same. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacied, That whenever two 
or more buiidings as aforesaid shall be joined together, 
there shall be a partition wall of brick at least eight 
iuches in thickness, to ext+nd in height at least to an 
even surface with the under side of the slating of the 
roof ; and whenever any such buildmg shall be erected 
within five feet of the boundary line of the owner or 
owners of the land on which it may be baiit, unless 
such boundary line be on the highway, it shall have a 
brick wail of like thickness on the side ¢0 adjoining. 
Provided, that no two-story wooden buildings provided 
for im this act shall be erected within ten feet of each 
other, unless one of them have a brick wal! on the side 
next adjoining of the dimensions aforesaid.
